cently enthroned in the 
super-lavish surroundings of 
their new headquarters in 
Wa.shington, D.C. It co.st a 
mere $48,000 to furnish. Mr.

One 
would think he’d spend a.s 
much time as possible en- 
sconceid' in all that luxury, 
but the General Accounting 
Office reported that last 
year he ran up a bill of 
$12,900 for travel.

Just think 
if we’d had to mail him to 
his variotus destinations.) 

If private delivery firm.s 
wore given authority to 
carry first-class mail, the 
competition would give pos¬ 
tal -users a choice of rates. 
In the past three years many 
private profit-making firms 
in the mid-we.st have been 
delivering certain classes of 
material forme r 1 y sent 
through the mail: adverti¬ 
sing flyers, cosmetic pro¬ 
ducts, tobacco samples, and 
even small local news¬ 
papers.

more vital it is for the Com- 
miini.sts to destroy it.” 

As long as we Americans 
maintain (11 our right to 
bear arms and (2) the inde¬ 
pendence of our local police 
forces, our republic is phy¬ 
sically safe from any take¬ 
over — and tl'e Communist.'s 
know this. 

But it is not so much the 
Communists in the street we 
liave to fear as it is the 
Communists in our own 
government agencies and 
their dupes and sympathiz¬ 
ers, which are attacking our 
police forces. When our own 
government subsidizes our 
local police forces, they soon 
lo.se their independence and 
lultimatcly become federal 
police. And federal police 
spells "gestapo.” As long as 
the police are local and in¬ 
dependent; independent of 
each other, independent of 
federal government, we can 
make whatever adjustments, 
corrections or purging of our 
police which are necessary, 
but on a federal level, it is 
virtually impossible. The 
very fact that they are local 
and' independent make them 
public .servants.

A. — Ouch. Wo will con¬ 
tact the company and try to 
help you, but a signoid con¬ 
tract is a signed contract. 
When a salesman tells you 
something in a contract is 
never enforced, see that it is 
stricken from the contract 
before you sign it. 

Q. — A young woman 
came to my door last night 
and asked whether anybody 
had been .oroiund yet to ask 
me to vote for the Student 
League. As.S'uming .she was 
doing .some sort of volunteer 
work, I invited lier in. Sire 
turned out to be selling 
magazines. My “vote” would 
actually be a .subscription 
which would' give her points 
toward a prize.

A. — Yes. A door-to-door 
seller should begin the con- 
■versation by identifying Jier- 
self or himself and telling 
you what she or 'h.o is sell¬ 
ing. 

Q. — I have seen ads 
which offer 'beef at very low 
prices if you buy in large 
quantities. Are these bar¬ 
gains as good as they look? 

A. — Beef sold in bulk is 
usually sold' by hanging 
weight, the weight of the 
side of beef before butcher¬ 
ing. In other words, the per- 
.pound price includes fat and 
waste v/'hjch you will not be 
able to use. Tliis weight can 
count for 25 per cent 'up to 
50 per cent or more, de¬ 
pending on the grade of beef 
and on the individual steer. 

Keep thi.s in mind while 
you examine the beef and 
decide whetlicr it is really a 
good buy. Do not 'be con¬ 
vinced just because the price 
is so much lower than the 
per pound of hanging weight 
price cer poiund of the cuts 
you buy at the supermarket. 

Q. — I notice a lot of sil¬ 
ver investment firms have 
sprung up recently. Is it 
really a. good idea to invest 
in silver as a hedge again.st 
inflation? 

A. — Invest ment in silver 
option.s and futures on tlio 
commodity market requires 
too much expertise for the 
average investor. Many are 
investing in silver bars, 
coins and ingots. This in¬ 
vestment should be con¬ 
sidered speculative, since 
the price of silver can be 
changed' by world monetary 
fliuctuations. Of course, any 
investment involves an ble- 
ment of risk. I will not at¬ 
tempt to be your investment 
coiin.selor, but will give yo,u 
a couple of tips on avoiding 
some of the problems we 
have seen. 

If yo lU invest in silver, 
take care to select a good 
firm. Government agencies 
recently took action against 
some on the grounds they 
took in more money from

E>espite some grumbling, despite blatant violations, 
the national 55 mile per hour speed limit has the public’s 
backing. 

That is the finding of a Gallup poll, and applies to 
all sections of the nation. According to George Gallup, 
if a referendum were voted now on the question of 
whether the fuel-saving limitation should be retained, 
“the vote from each region of the nation would be a 
resounding ‘yes’.” 

The poll found 72 per cent in favor of retention, 24 
against, the balance having no opinion. The Western area 
was almost exactly in tune with the overall favorable 
opinion, 73 per cent to 24. The lowest percentage span 
was in the Midwest, where traffic is usually lighter than 
in other areas .... 65-31 favorable. 

According to Gallup and other sources, the public 
acceptance of the lower speed limit is inspired greatly 
by dramatic inroads in the nation’s traffic toll. 

The lower speeds that are being maintained gen¬ 
erally are credited with doing much toward the fact 
that during the first five months of this year there were 
16,270 traffic fatalities, down 27 per cent from last year’s 
22,630. Cutbacks in driving and new safety devices in 
cars certainly contribute, but the National Safety Coun¬ 
cil gives much of the credit for the decline in fatalities 
to the lower speed limit. 

There are, of course, many dissents. Some police 
officials think the limit should he raised to 60 miles 
per hour because so many drivers disobey the 55 limit 
and that breeds disrespect for law. Others counter that 
if the limit were 60 these same ])eoplo would drive 65, 

A New York Times survey indicates that automobile 
manufacturers are adjusting to fuel - saving speeds in 
the construction of their cars, indicating a general move 
toward lighter vehicles with smaller engines. 

Necessity, in other words, again .seems to be proving 
it.self the mother of invention.

In 1970 the Legislature adopted what is known as 
the secret marriage law. The Ixmevolent idea was to go 
with the mores of our day and permit adult couples who 
have been living together for years to marry without 
emhari-assment.
